A Private Plan 

WASHINGTON! Metro agreed Thursday to let 
Virginia hand over the Dulles rail extension 
project to a private partnership, the first time 
a part of the subway will be built by an orga- 
nization other than Metro. 

Metro will remain the technical manager 
of the project, which will extend the Orange 
Line from West Falls Church past Washington 
Dulles International Airport to Route 772. 
Metro also will have final say on the project’s 
design, the Metro Board decided Thursday. 

Metro will own and operate the line, which 
will be built in two stages. The first should be

completed by 2009, the second by 2015. 

Virginia is close to reaching a deal with 
the Dulles Transit Partners to build the line, 
state officials said. The state has spent the 
past year negotiating privately with the group, 
which includes engineering and construction 
firms Bechtel Corp., the Washington Group 
International and other subcontractors. 

Giving the $4 billion project to a private 
group should avoid red tape and speed its 
completion, said Karen J. Rae, director of 
Virginia’s Department of Rail and Public

Bin Laden 
Truce’ Bid 
Rejected 

European leaders denounce 
taped offer from al Qaeda 

LONDON I Key European nations, including 
Iraq war opponents Germany and France, 
vigorously rejected a truce offer purportedly 
from Osama bin Laden on Thursday, say- 
ing there could be no negotiating with his 
al Qaeda terrorist network. 

Many saw the audiotaped offer as a blatant 
attempt to drive a wedge between the United 
States and its European allies, exploiting their 
differences over Iraq. The offer suggested a 
subtle shift in strategy by 
the al Qaeda chief, who in 
the past has directed his 
bloody campaign against 
the West in general. 

One observer said the 
three -month truce offer 
might contain a message 
to militants to hold back 
on attacks against Europe. 

The tape, which the CIA said is likely 
authentic, was broadcast on Arab TV sta- 
tions. It offered “a truce ... to any country 
which does not carry out an onslaught against 
Muslims or interfere in their affairs.” 

In Italy, a nation shocked by the killing 
of an Italian civilian captured by militants 
in Iraq, Foreign Minister Franco Frattini 
said it was “unthinkable that we may open 
a negotiation with bin Laden, everybody 
understands this.” 

French President Jacques Chirac, one of 
the firmest opponents of the war in Iraq, 
was equally clear: “No dealings are possible 
with terrorists.” 

The tape is the first since January attrib-

Iraq Death Toll Higher Than Expected 


WASHINGTON I Defense Secretary 
Donald H. Rumsfeld said Thursday 
that the death toll of U.S. troops in 
recent fighting in Iraq was higher 
thanhehad expected, acknowledging 
a change in plans as he announced 
thousands of soldiers won’t be com- 
ing home as early as promised. 

Rumsfeld described a decision 
to keep some 20,000 troops inside 


Iraq longer than originally planned, 
telling reporters at the Pentagon: “I 
certainly would not have estimated 
that we would have had the num- 
ber of individuals lost that we have 
had lost in the last week.” 

Halfway through April, the 
month already is the deadliest of the 
war for the United States, with 88 
U.S. soldiers killed in a surge of vio- 


lence coming from multiple insur- 
gent factions inside the country. 
Hundreds of Iraqis have been killed. 

The violence has prompted gen- 
erals in Iraq to seek more combat 
power than they had originally 
planned, and the most convenient 
source will be the units scheduled 
to rotate home after yearlong tours.

474 Counties Have 
Bad Air, EPA Says 


Agency orders officials 
in 31 states to develop 
pollution-control plans 

WASHINGTON | The Environmental 
Protection agency told officials in 31 
states Thursday they must develop 
new pollution controls because the 
air in some of their counties, home to 
more than 150 million people, does 
not meet federal health standards. 

The EPA, acting under court 
order, identified all or parts of 474 
counties that either have air that 
is too dirty or that contributes to 
neighboring counties’ inability to 
meet the federal air standards for 
smog- causing ozone. 

Most of the countries are in 
the eastern third of the country, 
although California — a state 
with some of the toughest air pol- 
lution requirements — continues 


to have the worst air problems with 
four regions designated with either 
“severe” or “serious” air pollution. 

The new standards “are strong 
medicine” and “will require more 
actions on your part to achieve 
cleaner, healthier air,” EPA 
Administrator Mike Leavitt said 
he told governors of the states. 

Ground-level ozone, a precursor 
to smog, has been found to be a seri- 
ous health problem, causing respi- 
ratory illnesses. It can be especially 
damaging to the elderly, children 
and people with asthma, accord- 
ing to health advocates. 

The EPA said that the regions in 
noncompliance may have to impose 
new controls on industrial plants 
and require tougher vehicle inspec- 
tion programs to clean up their air. 
Some counties also may have to 
require the use of cleaner-burn- 
ing gasoline, john heilprin (ap)

Secret Warrant Requests Rise 


Justice Department 
overwhelmed by hike 
in terror-related cases 

WASHINGTON! The number of secret 
surveillance warrants sought by the 
FBI has increased 85 percent in the 
past three years, a pace that has out- 
stripped the Justice Department’s 
ability to quickly process them. 

Even after warrants are 
approved, the FBI often doesn’t 
have enough agents or other per- 
sonnel with the expertise to conduct 
the surveillance. And the FBI still is 
trying to build a cadre of translators 
who can understand conversations 
that are intercepted in such lan- 


guages as Arabic, Pashto and Farsi. 

These findings are among those 
of investigators for the commis- 
sion probing the Sept. 11 attacks, 
which has harshly criticized the 
intelligence -gathering efforts of 
the CIA and FBI. 

FBI and Justice Department 
officials said Thursday they are 
working to address all three issues, 
which limit the government’s abil- 
ity to gather the kind of intelligence 
needed to head off another cata- 
strophic terrorist attack. 

The warrants, authorized by the 
Foreign Intelligence Surveillance 
Act, allow for wiretaps, video sur- 
veillance, property searches and 
other spying on people believed 


to be terrorists or spies. After the 
2001 Patriot Act and a key 2002 
court decision crumbled the legal 
wall separating the FBI’s criminal 
and intelligence investigations, 
use of FISA warrants has soared 
as sharing of information has 
become easier. 

Since 2001, the number of war- 
rants has risen from 934 to more than 
1,700 in 2003, according to the FBI. 

But a Sept. 11 commission report 
released this week found that the 
Justice Department approval pro- 
cess “continues to be long and slow.”

Iranian Assassinated in Iraq 


Diplomat killed as country sends envoy to Najaf 


NAJAF, IRAQ I Gunmen assassinat- 
ed an Iranian diplomat in Baghdad 
on Thursday just as Iran, with tacit 
U.S. approval, attempted to medi- 
ate with a radical Shiite cleric defy- 
ing American forces in this south- 
ern Iraqi city. 

The slaying of diplomat Kha- 
lil Naimi, shot in the head by un- 
known gunmen while he drove 
near his embassy, cast a shadow 
over Thursday’s unusual negotiat- 
ing mission to Najaf by the envoy 
from neighboring Iran, which fought 
an eight-year war with Iraq in the 
1980s and does not have diplomatic 
relations with Washington. 

Iranian Embassy officials were 
investigating whether there was a 
link between the assassination and 


the envoy’s visit. Naimi was not a 
member of the Iranian negotiat- 
ing team. 

The Iranian effort to mediate 
with anti-American cleric Muqtada 
al- Sadr was arranged by Britain and 
appeared to have the approval of the 
United States, reflecting an eager- 
ness to find a solution that would 
avert a U.S. assault on Najaf — the 
holiest Shiite city — aimed at cap- 
turing al-Sadr. 

Al- Sadr’s al-Mahdi Army militia 
launched abloody uprising last week 
across the south and in Baghdad, 
battling U.S. coalition troops and 
taking control of a number of cities. 


The United States branded him an 
outlaw and accused him of foment- 
ing mob violence. 

Some 2,500 U.S. troops have 
deployed on the edge of Najaf, vow- 
ing to “kill or capture” him, but for 
three days they have remained on 
the outskirts while negotiations 
continue. 

Al-Sadr on Monday withdrew 
his militiamen from police stations 
they had occupied in Najaf, Kufa 
and Karbala last week — meeting 
a key U.S. demand — and dropped 
all preconditions for holding nego- 
tiations, at the request of Grand 
Ayatollah Ali al-Husseini al-Sistani, 
Iraq’s most prominent Shiite cleric.

Liberals Dominate South Korean Vote 


SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I SouthKorean 
voters avenged impeached President 
Roh Moo-hyun in crucial nation- 
wide elections Thursday, seating a 
liberal -leaning National Assembly 
that could pursue closer ties with 
North Korea and greater indepen- 
dence from the United States. 


The election completes a 
momentous shift toward liberal- 
ism in South Korea, where con- 
servative-dominated legislatures 
have checked its few progressive 
presidents, including Roh. 

Thursday’s win for the Uri Party 
could strengthen Rob’s hand as the 


Constitutional Court decides his fate. 
It could also bolster his attempts to 
sculpt a foreign policy of equal foot- 
ing with Washington and closer ties 
with rival North Korea. 

The Uri Party, which had only 49 
seats in the outgoing assembly, seized 
152, a slim majority in the 299 - seat 
chamber, KBS news reported, cit- 
ing official tallies, (ap)

Bush s historic shift on 
Mideast policy angers 
many in the region 

JERUSALEM | Secretary of State Colin 
Powell led a diplomatic offensive 
Thursday to placate Arab leaders 
outraged by President Bush’s support 
for Jewish settlements on the West 
Bank and opposition to Palestinian 
refugees returning to Israel. 

At a White House meeting with 
Israeli Prime Minister Ariel Sharon 
on Wednesday, the president, cit- 
ing “new realities,” endorsed Israel’s 
retention of some population cen- 
ters and settlements on the West 
Bank as part of a final agreement 
with the Palestinians. 

He repeated his promise to try 
to help establish a Palestinian state 


by next year but said Palestinians 
who claim their families were 
exiled during Israel’s founding 56 
years ago should be resettled in the 
Palestinian state, not Israel. 

Powell insisted in interviews and 
telephone calls with various leaders 
that the announcement produced 
positive results for Palestinians. 
He also insisted that Bush was 
not taking positions different from 
those of previous administrations 
that “modifications, adjustments, 
changes will be required” in the 
borders Israel held before captur- 
ing the West Bank and Gaza in the 
1967 Mideast war. 

But the Palestinian prime min- 
ister, Ahmed Qureia, said he was 
considering resigning because Bush 
had undermined the negotiating 
process, barry schweid (ap)

Report: 35-llour Workweek 
Is a ‘Handicap’ to Economy 

A parliamentary committee led

Tornadoes swept through northern 
Bangladesh, killing at least 55 peo- 
ple, injuring hundreds and blowing 
away thousands of flimsy huts, offi- 
cials said Thursday. Thousands were 
left homeless and spent the night in 
open fields, witnesses said. Rescue 


workers said the death toll could rise 
because dozens of people were miss- 
ing and close to 1,000 hurt, (ap) 

SOUTH AFRICA 

ANC Wins Resoundingly; 
Gains Two-Thirds Majority 

South Africans kept faith with the 
party that led them out of apart- 
heid, propelling the African National 
Congress toward a resounding vic- 
tory Thursday that would give it the 
power to govern unchallenged. 
Partial returns from the country’s 


third all-race national election 
Wednesday show the ANC leading 
in all nine provinces and gaining the 
two -thirds majority in Parliament 
that would allow it, if it chose, to 
amend the constitution, (ap) 

CUBA 

U.N. Resolution on Cuba 
Passes by Just One Vote 

The top United Nations human 
rights watchdog narrowly passed 
a U.S. -backed resolution criticiz- 
ing Cuba on Thursday. The res- 


olution, adopted by 22 votes to 
21, with 10 abstentions, said that 
Cuba “should refrain from adopt- 
ing measures which could jeop- 
ardize the fundamental rights, 
the freedom of expression and the 
right to due process of its citizens.” 
Shortly after the vote, the Cuban 
delegation announced that it had 
filed a resolution claiming wide- 
spread human rights abuses by 
the United States against detain- 
ees at the Guantanamo Bay Naval 
Base. (AP)

Catania Expresses 
Misgivings Over 
Raii Extension 

WASHINGTON I At least oneD.C. rep- 
resentative on the Metro board sees 
the Dulles rail extension as the kiss 
of death for the District. 

D.C. Council member David 
Catania fears northern Virginia’s 
lower taxes and other incentives 
will drive businesses and govern- 
ment agencies out of the District 
once the line is built to Loudoun 
County. The city has higher taxes 
because it has a limited tax base. 
Catania points out it’s twice as 
expensive to do business in the 
city than northern Virginia. 

A Metro committee agreed 
Thursday to consider studying the 
economic effect of the extension. 

Catania suggests a higher prop- 
erty tax on the land next to the 11 
new stations. He says the extra 
money could go toward buying new 
rail cars, buses or other unfunded 
capital projects, (ap) 


Governor also signs 
bill capping electricity 
rates through 2010 

RICHMOND, VA. I Gov. Mark R. 
Warner amended Sen. Kenneth 
Stolle’s bill lifting the state’s three- 
week deadline for felons to present 
new evidence of their innocence, 
the most restrictive limit in the 
nation. 

The governor’s amendment lifts 
a restriction in the bill that limits 
the number of petitions a felon may 
file to one per conviction. 

He also signed into law Thursday 
bills that continue electricity rate 
caps for consumers and allow par- 
tisan legislative caucuses to meet 
in private. 

Hours before a midnight dead- 
line for vetoing legislation passed 


by the 2004 General Assembly, 
Warner also announced that he 
signed a bill to compensate a man 
imprisoned 21 years for a crime he 
did not commit. 

Julius Earl Ruffin will receive 
slightly more than $1.2 million over 
30 years from the state under the 
compensation bill Warner signed. 
He was wrongly convicted of rape 
and freed in February 2003 when 
DNA tests exonerated him. 

The electricity deregulation bill 
came into being because compe- 
tition among electricity provid- 
ers failed to develop as predicted 
after the state deregulated power 
companies in 1999. The law caps 
electric rates through 2010.

FILM I If “Kill Bill Vol. 1” was like a 
roundhouse kick to the head, “Kill 
Bill Vol. 2” is practically a warm 
hug. 

Oh, there’s still plenty of vio- 


lence in the second half of Quentin 
Tarantino’s samurai-kung fu- spa- 
ghetti Westem-blaxploitation mega- 
mix. A knock-down, drag- out cat 
fight in which Uma Thurman and 


Daryl Hannah destroy a trailer (and 
each other) with amazonian fury is 
a prime example. 

There just isn’t the kind of car- 
toonish blood and gore that satu- 
rated the first film, which came out 
last fall. In “Vol. 2,” the Bride sets out 


to get revenge on the rest of her for- 
mer comrades in the Deadly Viper 
Assassination Squad who tried to 
kill her on her wedding day. 

There’s Budd (Michael Madsen), 
the sleazy brother of her former lover 
and boss. Bill. There’s the eyepatch- 
wearing Elle Driver (Hannah), who 
has become the top killer in The 
Bride’s absence. And, of course, 
there’s Bill himself, now a main char- 
acter played by David Carradine. 

And what a fabulous casting 
choice Carradine is to play the charm- 
ing, dangerous Bill; his gravitas, the 
look of experience on his weathered 
face, make him truly magnetic. 

Despite the twisted nature of the 
relationship between Bill and The 
Bride, their scenes together are sur- 
prisingly moving. 

In flashbacks, we see another of 
Tarantino’s idols, Chinese film vet- 
eran Gordon Liu, challenging The 
Bride as her martial arts instructor. 
His scenes have a campy authenticity, 
with the camera zooming in on his 
face to catch the twitch in his white 
eyebrows. “Your anger amuses me,” 
he tells The Bride in subtitles. “Do 
you think you are my match?” 

But the training also showcases 
Thurman’s intensity and athleti- 
cism. Her character is more fully 
developed here, and while she’s an 
intimidating spectacle to behold, she 
also gets to show a softer side. And 
that’s a deadly combination.

I’m ready to plant tomatoes, since 
I didn’t plant any last year. Is it too 
early to put them in the ground? 

Yes. If you have plants, by all 
means, set them out in their pots 
during the day but bring them in 
at night until danger of frost has 
passed. 

Tomatoes need warm soil to 
thrive. You can hasten soil warm- 
ing by planting them in a raised 
bed. I don’t recommend plastic 
mulches, which warm the soil but 
soon cause stress to plants in our 
hot climate. 

I have just planted two rose plants 
in front of my house — a very sunny 
spot. Is there anything I need to do 
to ensure their success? 

Roses need sunshine and good 
soil that drains. They also should be 
sprayed preventively against black 
spot. Organic sprays, such as lime 
sulfur, are available if you are averse 
to chemical fungicides. In hot dry 
sites they can be afflicted with red 
mites, which should be hosed off 
with water regularly. 

I am a novice veggie gardener and 
was excited that the weather is 
supposed to be nice this weekend. 
What, if anything, can be safely 
planted this time of year? 

Probably easier to say what 
should not. In addition to toma- 
toes, other warm season veggies 
that should be planted in a month 
are peppers, cucumbers, eggplants, 
melons, summer and winter squash, 
and okra. Soil preparation now is 
the biggest key to success later. 

Is there any special care for having 
big, beautiful tea roses? 

Same as for all roses: excellent 
soil. I once created a rose bed that 
went down about two feet, all of 
it rotted manure and stuff. I had 
Queen Elizabeth roses growing to 
eight feet in their second year.
